Lincoln My stery Still Spurs 
The Hunt Through His Pap ers 


By Alex ander R. George 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 5—W — 
My stery and my th still spu r a 
search for more information abou t 
Abraham Lincoln, who was born 
140 y ears ago nex t Satu rday in 
a backwoods Kentu cky cabin. 
Althou g h more than 4,000 books 
have been written abou t Lincoln, 
three thing s hav e created con­ 
fu sion as well as sharpened in­ 
terest in the Lincoln story : 
1. 
The long -time secrecy im­ 
posed by Robert Todd Lincoln on 
his collection of his father’s White 
Hou se papers. 
2. Assertions by some w^riters 
prior to the opening of the papers 
that they contained ev idence of 
conspiracy by hig h g ov ernment 
officials in the assassination of 
President Lincoln. 
3. 
The apparent misu nderstand 
ing of Robert Lincoln's handling 
of the collection ev en by his inti­ 
m ate friend, the late Dr. Nicholas 
M u rray Bu tler. 
Interest Quickened 
Interest was fu rther qu ickened 
by the dram atic opening of the 
papers in the Library of Con­ 
gress July 26, 19 47. At one min­ 
ute past”midnig ht, Librarian Lu ­ 
ther Evans opened fiv e safes con­ 
taining the collection 
of 
18 ,000 
docu ments before a g rou p of eag er 
historians and scholars. 
So far none of 
the Lincoln 
scholars who hav e been stu dy ing 
the papers hav e reported finding 
any new sensation or major items 
of history -chang ing ev idence. The 
qu est, howev er, g oes on. 
Lincoln biog rapher Carl Sand­ 
burg say s that sensation-seekers 
incessantly 
hav e asked “W hat’s 
the lowdown on his ancestry and 
on the murder conspiracy in his 
cabinet? ” 
David C. Mearns, director of 
the 
library ’s 
reference 
depart­ 
ment, say s “my th and misu nder­ 
standing hav e clu stered arou nd 
the docu ments ev er since Presi­ 
dent Lincoln’s secretaries, John G. 
Nicolay and John Hay , 
started 
collecting them at the White Hou se 
a few day s after his assassina­ 
tion.” 
Talk of Suppressed Records 
Mearns is au thor of the recent 
book 
“The 
Lincoln 
Papers” 
(Dou bleday and Co.). 
Since the opening of the papers 
at least one w riter has intimated 
that Robert Lincoln su ppressed 
ancestral records showing Abra­ 
ham Lincoln’s mother 
to 
hav e 
been illeg itimate. 
Mearns say s in his book that 
it is not likely that a man like 
President 
Lincoln 
wou ld 
keep 
records “of a g randmother's phil- 
anderings.” 
Mearns also scoffs at su g g es­ 
tions that the papers ev er con­ 
tained ev idence that members of 
the president’s cabinet conspired 
in his assassination. 
“It is nonsense,” he say s, “to 
su ppose that a man of Robert Lin­ 
coln’s character and family de­ 
v otion wou ld ev er hav e protected 
accomplices, or the most remote 
accessories, to the assassination.” 
Nicholas Mu rray Bu tler's con­ 
nection with the Lincoln papers 


receiv ed considerable pu blicity in- 
the 19 30s. 
In a letter to Emanu el 
Hertz, au thor of “The Hidden 
Lincoln,” Bu tler told how in 19 23 
he had persu aded Robert Lincoln 
not to bu rn a collection of his 
father’s papers. 
Papers In Library of Congress 
Mearns say s in his book that 
the Lincoln papers were deposited 
in the Library of Cong ress 
by 
Robert Lincoln in May 19 19 and 
that he nev er added any papers 
to the collection after that date. 
It was in 19 23 that Lincoln ex ­ 
ecu ted a deed of g ift to the li­ 
brary . 
The deed 
prov ided 
that 
the 
papers be kept locked u p “u ntil 
the ex piration of 21 y ears from 
the date of my death 
x x x x 
becau se said papers contain many 
references of a priv ate natu re to 
the immediate ancestors of per­ 
sons now liv ing x x x .” 
Mearns say s it seems certain 
that Robert Lincoln did destroy 
some Lincoln letters at some time. 
His 
family 
has 
told 
how 
his 
g randdau g hter, Mary L i n c o l n 
Beckwith, once watched him as 
he threw some on the g rate, bu t 
whether they were 
official 
or 
priv ate was not disclosed. 
Collected Mother’s Letters 
Mearns say s that at one time 
Lincoln retained a bookstore pro­ 
prietor to collect for him letters 
written by his mother so he cou ld 
“erase the pathetic testaments of 
her madness.” 
Mearns 
declares 
that 
Mrs. 
Abraham Lincoln flatly 
refu sed 
to permit her letters from her' 
hu sband “to g o ou t of her hands” 
becau se they were of “too priv ate 
a natu re.” 
One letter from President Lin­ 
coln to his wife is still in the 
collection. It was the one in which 
the president wrote abou t his son 
Tad’s “nanny g oat.” 
Family correspondence, Mearns 
points ou t, did not belong with the 
White Hou se papers. He believ es 
it reasonable that the one family 
letter was left in the collection 
as some persons 
hav e charg ed. 
He say s it is u nlikely he wou ld 
hav e imposed the 21-y ear secrecy 
ban if he already had “pu rg ed” 
it. 
New Information 
“The 
ou tstanding contribu tion 
of the Lincoln papers comes from 
the materials which were ad­ 
dressed to him,” say s Mearns. 
“Hitherto seen only by John G. 
Nicolay and John Hay , and only 
v ery 
sparing ly 
reprodu ced 
by 
them (in their 10-v olu me biog ­ 
raphy ), these are the papers which 
g iv e backg rou nd and su bstance to 
his own (Lincoln’s) writing s. 
“From them,” Mearns adds, “it 
is possible for the first time fu lly 
to u nderstand the meaning of his 
responses.” 
A total of 1,9 11,47 5 microfilm 
copies of items in the collection 
hav e been ordered from the Li­ 
brary of Cong ress. School child-' 
ren, hou sewiv es and bu siness men 
as well as historians and political 
scientists hav e inqu ired abou t the 
collection. 
A set of 7 ,200 prints 
was sent to Ox ford u niv ersity in 
Eng land.

6,000, near Arnhem , w here Allied 
p aratroop ers w rote glorious his­ 
tory in 19 45. Borculo was wip ed 
out by fire in the 14th centurv, 
destroyed by a tornado in 19 25, 
badly dam aged by the Nazis. 
W hen 
the 
good 
burghers 
of 
Borculo heard that W arren, Ark ., 
had been devastated recently by 
a 
hurricane, 
they cabled 
their 
sym p athy to M ayor Jam es H ur­ 
ley. They ap p ointed a commit­ 
tee, which made a house-to-house 
canvass and raised money for new 
furniture for the W arren 
City 
Hall, which is to be made bv the 
sk illed furniture w ork ers of ^ Bor­ 
culo. 
“That,” says Charles L. Todd, 
executive director of Op eration 
Democracy, “is just a dram atic 
illustration of a new sp irit that 
I found all over France, Holland 
and Luxem bourg during a tw o- 
m onth visit in which I sp ent time 
in some 30 communities affiliated 
w ith Am erican cities and towns in

“ Certainly ii was never more 
true than as it applies to the very 
controversial subject of the na­ 
tion’s proposed Health Program. 
The opponents of the Health Pro- 
gram dubbed it “ Socialized Medi­ 
cine” and have repeatedly pictured 
it as a weapon of dictators and 
bureaucrats seeking to perpetuate 
themselves in power. 
They fur­ 
ther paint the very drab picture 
of “ low salaried government doc­ 
tors” who have no interest in their 
patients, standing at the head of 
a long queue of w^aiting maling­ 
erers while some poor fellow wdth 
a broken arm takes his place at 
the end of the line. 
They claim 
that the w^hole plan is a device 
for funnelling tax revenue into a 
central treasury for the purpose 
of building and holding power. 
Do Not Apply 
“ Actually these criticisms do not 
even apply , though many of the 
vocal opponents 
are 
honest 
in| 
their 
criticisms, 
because it has! 
been repeated to them so often by | 
Maurice Fishbein that it must be 
true. 
“ Every community should make 
up its own mind on this contro­ 
versy , based on facts, and not on 
misinformation, 
or half truths. 
To do intelligently , we have to 
I examine both sides of the argu­ 
ment. 
“ To me, it is in no way a per­ 
sonal argument, since I am not in 
controversy with either side, but 
it is a subject about which I am 
asked many questions, in official 
capacity , and have had opportu­ 
nity to see first-hand the misgiv­ 
ings with which the public ap­ 
proaches the problem. 
“ For the other side of the pic­ 
ture, refer to “ The Nation’s Health 
—A Ten-Year Program” report 
to the President by Oscar R. Ew­ 
ing, Federal Security Administra­ 
tor, or to Mr. Ewing’s current ar­ 
ticle in the January issue of the 
American Magazine. Both of these 
are in y our local public library . 
Reason For Favoring It 
The opponents of the Health 
Program might do well to listen 
to the heads of certain big insur­ 
ance companies who fought our 
Old Age and Survivors Insurance 
program before the Social Security 
Act was enacted back in 19 35. To­ 
day they are heartily in favor of 
it, and for a simple reason: in­ 
stead of selling less life insurance 
and fewer retirement annuities, 
they are selling more. Apparently 
people are becoming more annuity 
conscious, or perhaps it is simply 
because they can see light ahead. 
Formerly not many people—50% 
of American families 
still 
have 
incomes less than $3000 a y ear— 
could afford a big enough annuity 
to 
make 
them independent, so 
they didn’t even 
consider 
one. 
Now, with old age 
benefits, 
a 
small annuity from a private com­ 
pany has new meaning.

security measures, is simply an 
orderly way to take care of our­ 
selves in times of distress—as well 
as keep us well—with every one 
sharing the burden. 
Handled on Local Level 
“ Every thing would be handled 
on a local level, with y our Fed­ 
eral Gowernment acting only as 
counsel and collector of funds. 
Does this sound like “ bureaucracy 
spreading its tentacles into state 
and local affairs” ? 
“ President Truman is heartily 
in favor of the program—and here 
is one gentleman from Missouri 
who, in this instance didn’t have 
to be shown. He had already seen. 
He 
was 
once 
county judge in 
Jackson County , Missouri, and had 
the job of getting medical care 
for the poor people in that coun­ 
ty . 
He knows from experience 
how hard it is to finance such 
things on a local level. 
Once the 
funds are supplied, many willing 
and able people step in to carry 
out the job. 
“ Naturally , the National Health 
Program will take time. 
We an­ 
ticipate a tooling-up 
period 
of 
about 
3 
y ears. 
Hospitalization 
may be supplied earlier and spe­ 
cialists’ services may take a little 
longer. 
To get the whole plan 
into full operation will take at 
least 10 y ears. 
Shortage of Doctors 
“ Even now, there is a shortage 
of doctors, and we 
can 
hardly 
send them even twice as many 
patients as they now handle. 
It 
takes from 7 to 10 y ears to train 
a doctor. Existing medical schools 
are having a tough struggle mak­ 
ing a go of things, and, unless they 
get some assistance, there is dan­ 
ger of reducing not only the quan­ 
tity of doctoi”s, but the quality as 
W'ell. 
Most schools are supported 
by fixed funds—endow'ments and 
grants that haven’t gone up with 
increased costs of operation. 
“ We hope, during our 10-y ear 
National Health Program, to ex­ 
pand medical 
colleges, • training 
schools, and teaching hospitals and

“ The other day a woman past 
middle age told me she needed an 
operation for gall-stones. “ I sim­ 
ply don’t have the money for it,” 
she said good-naturedly , adding, 
with a laugh, “ I guess I’ll just 
have to die.” 
“ A relative turned up to pay 
the bill. 
That’s significant, too; 
it’s simply not the American way 
to let people die in the streets.
